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THE  RAILROAD  CROSSING,  MAIN  STREET, 
DURHAM,  ABOUT  1910 

Before  1912  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad 
tracks  crossed  the  present  campus  of  the  University 
of  New  Hampshire  on  the  land  now  occupied  by 
DeMeritt  Hall  and  the  Faculty  Club.  The  photo- 
graph reproduced  on  the  cover  of  this  Annual  Re- 
port was  taken  about  1910  looking  north  from  a 
point  in  front  of  Congreve  Hall.  On  the  right  is  the 
building  once  used  by  Samuel  Runlett  for  a  store. 
Beyond  the  store  was  the  A.  E.  Meserve  coal  and 
wood  yard  and  beyond  that  the  armory  and  gym- 
nasium completed  in  1906  and  now  named  New 
Hampshire  Hall. 

On  the  left,  but  not  shown  in  the  picture,  was  the 
railroad  station,  which  was  moved  to  its  present  site 
on  Main  Street  where  it  was  used  as  a  store  by 
Samuel  Runlett  and  is  now  O'Neil's  restaurant.  Be- 
yond the  railroad  station  was  the  freight  house 
which  was  moved  to  a  site  on  Dover  Road  and  be- 
came part  of  a  public  garage.  North  of  the  railroad 
tracks  and  on  the  left  of  the  photograph  was  Morrill 
Hall  built  in  1903,  Nesmith  Hall  built  in  1892-3, 
the  second  range  of  greenhouses  on  the  site  of  James 
Hall  and  the  second  dairy  barn  on  a  site  in  front  of 
Pettee  Hall.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Although  the  program  planned  for  1954  was  one  of  the  most 
ambitious  ever  undertaken  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  it  could 
have  been  completed  in  its  entirety  except  for  two  unforeseen 
events  that  disrupted  our  entire  work  schedule  and  occupied  the 
full  attention  of  our  crew  for  nearly  five  weeks  except  for  abso- 
lutely essential  requirements.  Hurricanes  Carol  and  Edna  striking 
with  devastating  force  upon  private  and  public  properties  alike 
washed  out  roads,  culverts,  and  bridges,  toppled  trees  and  utility 
lines  into  our  highways.  Through  long  hours  of  hard  work  our 
crew  repaired  the  major  storm  damage,  although  many  days  of 
work  remained  in  clearing  trees,  limbs,  and  other  debris  from  the 
roadsides.  The  following  report  is  intended  to  note  the  accomp- 
lishments of  1954  and  to  briefly  outline  what  we  hope  to  do  in 
1955. 

Between  snow  storms  last  winter  and  in  the  early  spring  Don 
Plaisted  and  his  crew  completed  much  needed  widening  of 
ledge  cuts  on  the  Durham  Point  Road,  Bay  Road,  and  the  Dame 
Road.  Upon  completion  of  the  annual  spring  maintenance, 
School  House  Lane,  Cowell  Drive,  and  Strafford  Avenue  were 
graveled,  graded,  and  surfaced  with  an  asphalt  pavement.  Mast 
Road  was  widened  and  regraded  in  preparation  for  graveling 
and  surfacing  in  1955.  Wiswall  Road  was  regraded,  drained,  and 
widened  for  almost  its  entire  length  and  graveled  from  the 
Packers  Falls  Road  to  the  River  with  surfacing  planned  in  1955. 
Landing  Road  was  widened,  regraded,  and  graveled  from  the 
Dover  Road  past  the  Pumping  Station.  Oyster  River  Road  and 
Garden  Lane  were  accepted  and  graveled  in  preparation  for 
surfacing  in  1955. 

The  small  concrete  bridge  so  badly  needed  on  Langmaid 
Road  was  built  entirely  bv  Don  Plaisted  and  our  crew  who  dur- 
ing  the  same  construction  period  cleared  out  and  graded  some 
of  the  poorer  sections  of  this  Class  VI  road.  The  new  right  of 
way  for  the  relocation  of  Bennett  Road  was  acquired  and  a 
start  made  on  the  T.R.A.  work  although  the  time  required  for 
repair  of  Hurricane  Damage  necessitated  carrying  over  the  bulk 
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of  the  1954  T.R.A.  work  to  1955.  It  is  hoped  that  the  balance  of 
the  1954  T.R.A.  and  the  1955  T.R.A.  will  complete  the  Bennett 
Road  and  enable  us  to  improve  the  Newmarket  ends  of  both 
the  Dame  Road  and  the  Bay  Road.  The  right  of  way  for  a 
future  road  from  Smith  Park  Lane  to  the  Newmarket  Road 
near  School  House  Lane  was  laid  out  and  will  be  acquired 
we  hope,  prior  to  town  meeting  with  the  cooperation  of  Mrs. 
Fay  Peterman,  Mr.  Lewis  H.  Ellison,  and  Mr.  Lindsey  Surrette 
the  owners  involved. 

It  is  planned  to  surface  and  curb  the  new  sidewalk  in  front  of 
the  A.  T.  O.  house,  completing  the  1954  work,  and  if  funds 
permit,  begin  sidewalk  construction  down  Mill  Road.  Legal 
and  engineering  problems  coupled  with  the  loss  of  work  time 
consumed  in  repairing  Hurricane  Damage  rendered  impossible 
any  of  the  construction  work  contemplated  in  Jenkins  Court 
although  surveys  and  plans  are  now  complete.  Acquisition  and 
construction  of  the  connection  between  Jenkins  Court  and  the 
Town  Parking  Area  has  been  delayed  until  the  Selectmen 
could  complete  negotiations  assuring  long  term  rights  for  the 
Town  in  this  area.  The  Selectmen  take  this  opportunity  to  ex- 
press their  appreciation  to  the  University  Officials  for  their 
splendid  cooperation  in  making  this  possible.  Funds  have  been 
rebudgeted  to  complete  in  1955  the  Jenkins  Court  work  author- 
ized in  1954. 

A  short  section  of  old  1|4  inch  water  pipe  on  Landing  Road 
was  replaced  by  a  new  6  inch  line  with  hydrant  providing  better 
service  and  more  fire  protection. 

The  Selectmen  are  recommending  that  the  Town  Water 
Department  purchase  and  install  the  necessary  fluoridation 
equipment  at  the  University  Pumping  Station  in  order  to  ac- 
complish the  fluoridation  voted  by  the  Town  and  not  needed 
by  the  University. 

Still  acutely  aware  of  the  need  for  increasing  the  community 
water  supply,  the  Selectmen  have  during  the  past  year  consulted 
with   the  University  and  with  Private  Engineering  Firms.   On 
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the  basis  of  Engineering  advice  and  estimates  the  Selectmen 
are  planning  in  conjunction  with  the  University,  definite  studies 
in  1955  either  to  increase  the  water  supply  through  enlargement 
of  the  existing  surface  water  storage,  the  proving  of  an  under- 
ground supply  close  to  the  present  distribution  system  or  the 
development  of  the  town  owned  well  area  in  Lee. 

Surveys  and  plans  are  sufficiently  complete  to  enable  the 
Cemetery  Committee  to  proceed  with  an  orderly  planned  pro- 
gram for  improving  the  grass,  drainage  and  driveways  within 
the  limit  of  the  funds  budgeted  for  1955. 

The  Equipment  Capital  Reserve  Fund  proved  invaluable  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  Our  old  grader  needing  nearly  one  thousand 
dollars  worth  of  repairs  was  traded  for  a  larger  more  modern 
Austin-Western  four  wheel  drive  and  steer  grader,  that  can  be 
used  for  bulldozing  in  addition  to  grading  and  will  be  equipped 
for  snow  plowing. 

There  are  of  course  many  phases  of  Town  Government  and 
its  Operation  not  mentioned  here.  Your  Selectmen  would  wel- 
come suggestions  for  improvements  and  would  be  only  too 
happy  to  discuss  in  detail  any  of  the  problems  confronting 
the  Taxpayers  of  the  Town. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  appreciation  to 
individuals  and  organizations  of  the  Town  for  their  help  and 
cooperation  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  TRUST  FUNDS 

The  interest  from  the  various  Trust  Funds  for  the  care  of 
private  cemeteries  has  been  expended  as  the  bequests  call  for. 
See  itemized  report. 

Hurricane  Carroll  blew  over  about  80  thousand  feet  of  mer- 
chantable timber  on  the  Doe  property.  Your  committee  has 
arranged  with  the  selectmen  to  get  out  this  down  timber  not 
later  than  May  1955.  This  timber  will  be  used  by  the  Town. 
Because  of  the  damage  to  the  property  a  timber  sale  will  be 
delayed  a  few  years.  There  is  need  to  carry  on  some  improve- 
ment work  in  the  immature  growth  on  the  Doe  property. 

Some  time  last  spring  the  tomb  on  the  Hayes  cemetery  was 
broken  into.  The  door  was  forced  and  broken  beyond  repair. 
As  there  is  no  money  in  the  trust  fund  for  extensive  repair  a 
board  has  been  placed  over  the  opening  as  a  temporary  measure. 
The  trustees  are  trying  to  find  any  heirs  of  the  Hayes  family 
who  might  be  interested  in  putting  the  property  in  good  con- 
dition.

Final 
approval  for  private  systems  is  made  on  the  Building  Permit. 
Attention  was  given  to  various  nuisances  and  problems  referred 
to  the  Health  Officer.

REPORT  OF  FIRE  COMMISSIONERS 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Durham-U.  N.  H.  Fire 
Department  are  pleased  to  report  another  year  of  progress  and 
achievement. 

First,  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  has  built  an  addi- 
tion to  the  fire  station  to  accommodate  two  more  pieces  of 
automotive  equipment.  Now  each  truck  has  its  own  separate 
exit. 

Second,  the  new  tank-pumper  was  tested  and  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  and  accepted  by  your  Commis- 
sioners. 

Third,  the  75  foot  Seagrave  Aerial  Ladder  was  delivered, 
approved,  and  accepted. 

Fourth,  the  fire  department  was  reorganized  to  include  five 
permanent  men. 

These  have  all  added  together  to  give  Durham  and  the  Uni- 
versity a  modern,  adequate,  efficiently  manned  fire  department. 

We  should  not  rest  on  these  achievements.  Equipment  be- 
comes obsolete,  need  for  more  protection  —  through  growth  of 
population  and  the  new  discoveries  in  the  science  of  fire  pro- 
tection —  will  of  necessity  keep  your  fire  department  budget  at 
a  high  figure. 

We  recommend  the  replacement  of  the  Seagrave  Pumper, 
purchased  in  1931,  in  1957  by  a  tank-pumper  combination. 

We  recommend  serious  study  of  a  fire  alarm  system  —  prior 
to  the  installation  of  dial  telephones  which  will  probably  take 
place  in  1957-58. 

We  recommend  a  signal  light  at  the  junction  of  Main  Street 
and  College  Road  to  allow  for  safe  passage  of  emergency  fire 
equipment. 
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We  recommend  that  serious  study  be  made  of  the  creation 
of  a  new  office  —  Head  of  Protective  Services.  This  job  could 
entail  the  control  of  town  and  university  police  force  —  fire 
department  —  university  watchman  service  —  traffic  control,  etc. 

Our  community,  both  town  and  gown,  is  growing  rapidly.  We 
must  be  ever  alert  to  keep  our  protective  services  in  step.  A 
small  regular  annual  outlay  will  save  thousands  in  lives  and 
property.

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REPORT  OF  PLANNING  BOARD 

Organization: 

At  the  regular  April  meeting  the  Board  re-elected  Mr.  Russell 
R.  Skelton  as  Chairman  and  Mr.  L.  Phelps  Latimer  as  Secretary. 
The  Chairman  announced  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  had 
reappointed  Mrs.  Heman  C.  Fogg  and  Mr.  E.  T.  Huddleston  for 
a  five  year  term  and  that  Mr.  Malcolm  Chase  would  continue 
to  serve  as  ex-officio  member  of  the  board.  The  Board  of  Select- 
men appointed  Mrs.  George  G.  McGregor  to  the  board  in 
October  to  complete  the  unexpired  term  of  Mrs.  Heman  C. 
Fogg  who  resigned  in  July. 

Program: 

In  addition  to  the  four  regular  meetings,  the  Board  held  three 
special  meetings  and  one  public  hearing  during  the  year. 

In  October  at  a  combined  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, the  Public  Works  Advisory  Committee  and  the  Planning 
Board,  Mr.  Sulo  Tani,  State  Planning  Director,  explained  the 
opportunity  for  Durham  to  participate  in  the  Urban  Planning 
Assistance  Program  under  the  Federal  Housing  Act  of  1954, 
Public  Law  560.  The  Planning  Board  will  continue  to  lend 
assistance  to  the  Selectmen  in  presenting  to  the  State  Agency  the 
problems  confronting  Durham  in  connection  with  future  water 
supply  and  sewerage  facilities. 

The  Board  granted  final  approval  on  Dec.  29,  1954  for  a 
partial  subdivision  to  Wendell  P.  and  Wesley  E.  Davis  for  an 
additional  extension  of  Davis  Avenue,  including  water  and 
sewer  lines. 

Final  approval  was  also  granted  Mr.  Benjamin  Orcutt  on 
December  29,  1954  for  a  partial  sub-division  of  his  land  located 
on  the  west  side  of  Madbury  Road. 

The  members  of  the  Planning  Board  wish  to  thank  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  assistance  and  cooperation  through- 
out the  year.

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REPORT  OF  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

In  1954  the  Durham  Police  Department  established  a  patrol 
of  all  roads  in  the  rural  sections  of  town  as  well  as  increasing 
their  patrol  of  the  streets  in  town.  Particular  attention  has  been 
placed  on  the  enforcement  of  local  traffic  ordinances  and  al- 
though it  has  been  difficult  at  times  to  convince  some  people 
that  No  Parking  signs  and  other  restrictive  measures  placed  in 
certain  areas  in  order  to  assure  the  maximum  safety.  We  believe 
that  much  progress  has  been  made  toward  providing  improved 
traffic  conditions. 

A  rash  of  reports  of  peeping  toms  caused  us  considerable  con- 
cern and  a  special  police  officer  was  assigned  to  night  duty  over 
a  period  of  several  weeks  to  investigate  these  reports. 

The  date  of  March  17th,  1955  will  be  long  remembered  by 
the  people  of  Durham  as  the  infamous  date  on  which  the  Dur- 
ham Trust  Company  was  robbed.  The  fine  cooperation  of  many 
citizens  of  Durham  was  of  immeasurable  assistance  to  the  FBI, 
State  Police  and  ourselves  in  apprehending  the  guilty  persons. 

We  again  wish  to  acknowledge  the  fine  cooperation  and  as- 
sistance given  us  by  the  State  Police  Department,  the  University 
officials  and  others  who  aided  in  the  law  enforcement  functions 
of  the  Town  of  Durham.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HAMILTON  SMITH  LIBRARY 

January  1955 

To  the  Residents  of  Durham: 

Library  activity  during  1954,  beyond  the  day-today  service 
to  the  public,  has  been  turned  toward  the  future.  With  a  build- 
ing too  small  for  either  book  collection  or  book  users,  and  grow- 
ing smaller  with  each  volume  added,  plans  for  a  new  building 
became  essential.  These  plans  of  course  reflect  the  library's  obli- 
gation to  the  town  as  well  as  to  the  University. 

Statistics  for  1954  show  a  normal  year  for  both  use  of  the 
library  and  growth  of  the  collection.  Books  bought  with  Durham 
Public  Library  funds  ($500)  totaled  187.  121  were  worn  out. 
There  are  now  4,943  in  the  collection.  The  University  collection 
on  which  townsfolk  may  draw  totaled  218,556  on  December  31.

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AUDITORS'  REPORT

The  Board  of  Selectmen 
Durham,  N.  H. 

Gentlemen: 

We  have  audited  the  books  of  the  selectmen,  treasurer,  town 
clerk,  tax  collector,  justice  of  the  municipal  court,  trustees  of 
trust  funds,  water  department  and  sewer  department  and  sub- 
mit our  report  herewith.  We  have  examined  the  bonds  of  the 
trustees  of  trust  funds,  tax  collector,  treasurer,  town  clerk  and 
town  secretary  in  accordance  with  the  law  and  found  them  in 
good  order. 

In  our  opinion  the  attached  statements  fairly  show  the  fi- 
nancial status  of  the  Town  as  of  December  31,  1954,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  books  and  records  presented  to  us  for  audit. 

We  offer  the  following  comments  and  suggestions. 

Tax  Collector's  Books.  The  tax  collector  overpaid  the  treasurer 
ninety  cents  on  the  1954  Warrant. 

We  do  not  approve  recording  the  poll  taxes  and  head  taxes 
in  the  same  book,  one  beings  a  local  tax  and  the  other  a  state 
tax.  The  Head  Tax  Law  specifically  states  that  the  head  taxes 
shall  be  kept  in  a  separate  fund  and  that  fund  remitted  to  the 
treasurer.  The  use  of  one  book  for  the  two  taxes  may  be  ex- 
pedient from  your  point  of  view  but  it  certainly  is  not  the 
most  efficient  way.  Supplementary  warrant  should  be  issued 
for  added  head  taxes.  Names  should  not  be  crossed  off  the 
poll  or  head  tax  lists  without  proper  abatements. 
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General.  With  the  continuing  growth  of  the  town  it  may  be 
desirable  to  consider  modernizing  some  of  the  books,  records 
and  methods  in  the  interest  of  saving  time  in  keeping  the 
records  and  doing  away  with  some  ol  the  duplications  that 
now  exist. 

Treasurer's  Books.  We  suggest  that  the  treasurer  indicate  in 
his  cash  book  the  sources  of  funds  received,  i.e.,  Property  Taxes, 
Poll  Taxes,  Head  Taxes,  Highway  Income,  etc.  At  present  he 
merely  enters  "Deposited"  on  the  receipts  side  of  the  cash 
book.  A  detailed  report  cannot  be  made  from  the  treasurer's 
books  as  now  kept.  The  Treasurer's  report  should  be  made  by 
the  treasurer  and  not  in  the  selectmen's  office.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

OF  SCHOOLS 

This  has  been  an  extremely  busy  year  for  your  School  Board 
and  School  Administrators.  Much  progress  has  been  made  tow- 
ard realizing  our  objectives  of  establishing  an  educationally 
sound  and  efficient  school  system  at  a  minimum  cost  to  the 
taxpayer.  Your  School  Board  has  given  an  endless  number 
of  hours  to  this  task  of  establishing  the  Cooperative  School 
District.  In  many  cases,  there  were  no  precedents  to  follow, 
no  authorities  to  lean  on,  nor  any  established  formulas  to  abide 
by.  Because  of  the  uncertainty  of  being  able  to  begin  new  con- 
struction, we  have  had  to  set  up  in  reality  a  duel  budget  so  as  to 
allow  for  any  eventuality.  For  the  main  part,  it  meant  combining 
a  budget  that  would  allow  us  to  send  our  secondary  pupils  and 
some  elementary  pupils  to  other  districts  on  a  tuition  basis 
in  case  the  new  construction  did  not  materialize,  or  being  able 
to  care  for  our  own  pupils  entirely.  This,  of  course,  has  meant 
setting  up  a  budget  which  calls  for  greater  estimated  expendi- 
tures than  if  the  board  could  follow  one  definite  course  with 
certainty.  At  the  time  of  printing  this  report  the  uncertainty 
still  is  present. 

This  year  the  School  Board  wisely  followed  the  course  of  car- 
ing for  as  many  as  possible  of  our  pupils  in  our  own  schools. 
By  converting  the  shop  into  a  Kindergarten  area  at  the  Oyster 
River  Elementary  School,  and  by  making  use  of  two  one-room 
buildings  at  Lee  we  were  able  to  care  for  all  of  the  children 
from  Kindergarten  through  Grade  8  from  the  towns  of  Durham, 
Lee,  and  some  from  Madbury.  This  course  has  saved  the  Co- 
operative School  District  much  in  tuition  costs.  The  secondary 
pupils  continue  to  go  to  other  districts.  Unless  we  can  start 
new  construction  this  Spring,  however,  we  will  be  forced  to  send 
more  elementary  pupils  to  other  districts  on  a  tuition  basis. 

The  following  are  some  extracts  from  the  School  Reports  of 
the  Town  of  Lee  which  in  many  ways  might  be  applied  today. 
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1886 

"The  question  of  schools  is  the  greatest  question  of  the 
times,  and  one  that  vitally  concerns  us  all.  The  town  system 
of  schools  which  was  adopted  by  the  last  legislature  seems  to 
be  misunderstood  by  many  of  our  citizens.  Its  purpose  is 
to  equalize  the  educational  advantages,  as  far  as  possible, 
of  all  the  children  in  town.  The  fundamental  principles 
of  a  democratic  government  are  equality  and  union.  The 
district  system  is  anti-democratic.  It  gave  to  some  children 
36  weeks  of  school  per  year,  to  others  only  ten.  By  uniting 
all  the  districts  of  the  town  into  one,  and  establishing 
schools  in  such  localities  as  will  best  accommodate  the 
scholars,  only  as  many  schools  as  their  welfare  demands,  we 
should  avoid  many  of  the  unpleasant  circumstances  which 
prevent  the  usefulness  of  many  of  the  schools." 

1887 

"School  matters  during  the  past  year  have  been  in  a 
state  of  chaos.  New  laws  have  been  put  in  force,  and  what 
is  known  as  the  town  system  of  schools  adopted,  instead 
of  the  old  district  system.  The  old  district  system  was  faulty 
and  it  has  been  done  away  with,  and  it  is  now  our  duty  to 
find  the  faults  in  this  system,  and  having  found  them,  to  do 
our  utmost  to  correct  them,  and  not  condemn  the  whole 
system,  because  in  some  particular  case,  it  works  injustice 
whereas  the  old  system  did  injustice  in  hundreds  of  cases. 
The  new  schoolhouses  which  we  were  led  to  expect  this 
year,  have  not  been  completed,  although  one  is  now  being 
constructed,  and  we  have  no  doubt  will  be  ready  for  use 
during  the  next  term." 

1888 

"Every  parent  and  every  voter  should  feel  that  the  subject 
of  common  schools  is  one  in  which  he  or  she  has  a  personal 
interest.  Progress  is  the  watch-word  of  the  day,  and  it  will 
not  do  for  us,  while  striving  in  other  ways  to  advance  the 
interests  of  the  town,  to  let  the  cause  of  education  go  back- 
ward. We  suggest  that  we  make  it  a  special  point  to  let 
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no  spirit  of  revenge  or  anything  which  shall  prove  detri- 
mental to  the  best  interests  of  the  cause  get  possession  of 
our  minds.  Make  the  interest  of  education  the  paramount 
one  and  all  will  be  well." 

1892 

(It  seems  they  also  had  some  discipline  problems) 

.  .  .  .  She  became  thoroughly  interested  in  the  school 
and  worked  hard  for  the  interest  and  advancement  of  the 
scholars  and  would  have  attained  perfect  success,  but  un- 
fortunately the  same  element  came  into  the  school  that 
came  near  destroying  the  winter  term  last  year.  When 
parents  and  guardians  allow  their  boys  to  go  to  school 
armed  with  revolvers,  and  the  boys,  themselves,  go  with 
no  higher  ambition  than  to  annoy  the  teacher  and  destroy 
the  school  property  it  is  useless  to  expect  the  school  to 
accomplish  what  it  is  designed  to  do,  no  matter  who  may 
be  the  teacher  or  school  board." 

The  following  statistical  reports  and  the  report  of  the  school 
principal,  Mr.  John  Day,  describe  in  greater  detail  our  aims 
and  progress.  We  are  very  fortunate  in  having  a  very  able  staff 
of  teachers  and  supervisors.  Our  school  enjoys  a  top  state-wide 
reputation  and  our  teachers  annually  are  requested  to  assume 
leadership  in  various  educational  areas. 

I  sincerely  appreciate  working  with  your  School  Board  which 
has  shown  unusual  interest  in  the  development  of  our  entire 
school  program,  and  has  made  so  many  valuable  contributions 
to  insure  its  success.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

To  the  Superintendent,  the  Cooperative  School  Board  and  the 
Citizens  of  tJie  Oyster  River  Cooperative  School  District: 

It  is  my  privilege  and  pleasure  to  present  this  first  report  as 
principal  of  the  newly  created  Oyster  River  Cooperative  School 
District. 

Organization  and  Personnel 

School  opened  in  September  of  1954  with  the  two  schools  in 
Lee  combined  with  the  school  in  Durham  to  create  a  single 
administrative  unit.  Fifty  pupils  from  Lee  are  being  transported 
to  the  school  in  Durham  and  are  enrolled  in  grades  five  through 
eight.  Lee  pupils  in  grades  one  through  four  are  taught  at 
the  two  schools  operating  in  that  town.  Nine  pupils  from  Mad- 
bury  attend  the  Durham  school.  The  total  enrollment  in  Lee 
is  57  and  in  Durham  there  are  432  pupils,  making  a  grand  total 
of  491  pupils  registered  in  the  Oyster  River  School  set-up. 
Grades  1  and  2  in  Lee  are  housed  in  one  of  the  original  Lee 
buildings  and  are  ably  taught  by  Mrs.  Opal  Eggert.  Mrs.  Eggert 
is  new  to  the  system.  Grades  3  and  4  in  Lee  are  taught  by  Mrs. 
Harriet  Cross  in  one  of  the  early  Lee  school  houses.  Mrs.  Cross 
and  Mrs.  Eggert  are  to  be  commended  for  the  fine  job  they 
are  doing  in  buildings  that  provide  a  minimum  of  comfort  and 
sanitation. 

The  school  in  Durham  is  in  excellent  condition  and  houses 
grades  one  through  eight.  In  addition,  a  Kindergarten  is  main- 
tained that  does  much  to  prepare  little  folks  for  a  good  start  as 
first-graders.  With  the  exception  of  the  fourth,  fifth  and  eighth 
grades,  all  grades  in  Durham  are  double  sections.  Lack  of  space 
prevents  the  division  of  the  two  middle  grades.  It  will  be  nec- 
essary to  have  all  double  grades  next  year.  Under  the  expanded 
school  program  the  first  three  grades  will  operate  in  triple  sec- 
tions. Mrs.  Carol  Caron  was  engaged  to  teach  first  grade  this 
year,  replacing  Mrs.  Dorothea  Thompson  who  became  a  second- 
grade  teacher.  Mrs.  Gene  Schultz  returned  to  teach  sixth-grade 
after  having  been  granted  a  year's  leave  of  absence  for  European 
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travel.  New  teachers  added  at  the  Junior  High  level  are  Mr. 
Bernard  Robinson  who  teaches  Mathematics  and  Social  Studies 
and  directs  the  Physical  Education  program  o£  the  school  and, 
Mr.  William  Bacheller  who  teaches  Mathematics  and  General 
Science.  Mr.  Bacheller  also  acts  as  the  Administrative  Assistant. 

The  Curriculum 

The  teachers  of  the  Oyster  River  Cooperative  School  District 
worked  the  past  year  with  other  teachers  of  Supervisory  Union 
No.  56  in  a  study  and  re-evaluation  of  the  elementary  school 
curriculum.  Under  the  direction  of  Superintendent  Arthur  Toll, 
the  teachers  and  administrators  have  formulated  a  set  of  mini- 
mum goals  and  standards  for  work  in  the  first  eight  years  of 
school.  Secondary  teachers  worked  on  goals  and  standards  for 
their  level  of  teaching.  Superintendent  Toll  has  led  the  state 
in  this  field  of  endeavor  and  much  good  comment  has  come  to 
him  and  the  teachers  involved. 

The  curriculum  of  the  local  school  has  been  greatly  strength- 
ened by  the  long-awaited  institution  of  the  Physical  Education 
program  for  boys  in  grades  five  through  eight.  Under  the  lead- 
ership of  Mr.  Robinson,  boys  in  those  grades  receive  regular 
instruction  in  a  purposeful  physical  education  program.  Intra- 
mural team  sports  are  emphasized  and  interscholastic  sports 
are  being  held  to  a  minimum.  In  the  future  a  well-developed 
program  will  be  offered  for  the  girls. 

Music  continues  to  play  a  big  part  in  the  lives  of  pupils  in  the 
school.  Free  instrumental  instruction  is  offered  during  school 
time.  Every  pupil  from  grade  four  through  eight  is  given  the 
opportunity  to  learn  to  pla^  an  instrument.  Instruments  are 
purchased  by  the  parents  either  through  a  rental  plan  or  by 
outright  purchase.  The  school  owns  some  of  the  larger  instru- 
ments. 

The  school  maintains  two  bands,  an  orchestra,  a  Glee  Club,  a 
Chorus  and  a  Choir  of  selected  voices.  More  than  two  hundred 
pupils  avail  themselves  of  specialized  musical  training.  The 
music    program,    under    the   direction   of   Mrs.    Lillian    Elwell, 
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offers  regular  classroom  instruction  in  vocal  work  and  this 
year  the  first  grades  are  in  the  process  of  developing  a  Rhythm 
Band. 

The  reading-readiness  program  which  was  started  in  our 
Kindergarten  last  spring  has  proved  its  worth.  Those  children 
who  attended  Kindergarten  last  year  have  shown  that  such  a 
program  bridges  the  gap  between  Kindergarten  and  first  grade 
and  provides  for  an  easier  introduction  to  the  reading  process. 

Mrs.  Schultz,  sixth-grade  teacher,  is  undertaking  a  program 
for  the  improvement  of  penmanship.  Remarkable  results  are 
in  evidence  after  but  three  weeks.  Next  year  the  project  will  be 
carried  on  in  grades  four  through  eight. 

Beginning  on  February  5th,  the  Oyster  River  School  is  spon- 
soring a  series  of  educational  trips  to  Boston.  Originally  sched- 
uled for  four  trips,  the  large  number  enrolling  has  made  the 
programming  of  seven  excursions  necessary.  More  than  two 
hundred  students  have  matle  reservations  for  the  series.  The 
trips  include  attendance  at  the  Boston  Children's  Theater  and 
visits  to  places  of  historical  import  and  the  various  Boston 
museums.  The  series  are  open  to  pupils  of  grades  three  through 
eight,  including  pupils  in  the  Lee  schools  and  Madbury  children 
attending  the  Oyster  River  School. 

School  Services 

The  Oyster  River  School  Health  Program  is  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mrs.  Ruth  Hopkins  who  supervises  this  work  in  the  two 
Lee  schools  also.  Mrs.  Hopkins  is  able  to  spend  more  time 
with  us  this  year.  Increasing  numbers  of  pupils  has  made  it 
necessary  for  the  school  to  maintain  her  services  for  more  time 
per  week.  In  addition  to  routine  checkups,  Mrs.  Hopkins  con- 
ducts hearing  and  sight  tests  each  year.  The  school  has  found 
ways  this  year  to  provide  glasses  for  those  children  who  were 
unable  to  acquire  them  any  other  way.  We  are  grateful  to  cer- 
tain sororities  for  assisting  in  this  worthwhile  program. 

The  school  Lunch  program  has  been  expanded  to  include  the 
two  schools  in  Lee.  Hot  lunches  are  transported  in  thermal  con- 
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tainers  each  day.  Approximately  300  pupils  benefit  from  the 
lunch  program.  Mrs.  Helen  Ringrose  is  the  director  of  the 
lunch  program  and  is  ably  assisted  by  Mrs.  Pauline  York,  Mrs. 
Patricia  Winn  and  Mrs.  Lois  Swan. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  superintendent,  the 
Cooperative  School  Board,  the  citizens  of  the  Cooperative  Dis- 
trict, the  teachers  of  the  three  schools  and  the  various  organiza- 
tions who  contribute  their  time  and  interest,  for  making  it  a 
pleasurable  experience  to  be  your  principal.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Oyster  River  Cooperative 
School  District  qualified  to  vote  in  district  af- 
fairs : 
You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  New 

Hampshire  Hall,  Durham  in  said  district  on  the  13th 

day  of  April,  1955,  at  8:00  o'clock  in  the  evening 

to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board 
for  the  ensuing  five  years. 

3.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of 
the  School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the 
compensation  of  any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the 
district. 

4.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors, 
Committees,  or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto. 

5.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Commit- 
tees in  relation  to  any  subject  in  this  warrant. 

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for 
the  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents, 
and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the 
district,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against 
said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to 
be  received  from  the  state  foundation  aid  fund  to- 
gether with  other  income ;  the  school  board  to  cer- 
tify to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the  esti- 
mated revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance 
is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  towns  of  Durham,  Lee 
and  Madbury. 

7.  To  see  if  the  school  district  will  vote  to 
adopt  a  plan  for  extending  to  employees  of  the 
school  district  the  benefits  of  title  II  of  the  Federal 
Social  Security  Act  (Old-Age  and  Survivor's  Insur- 
ance) as  authorized  by  Chapter  234  of  the  Laws  of 
1951  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $230.- 
00  to  defray  the  school  district's  share  of  the  cost 
thereof. 

8.  If  the  foregoing  article  is  adopted  to  see  if 
the  school  district  will  authorize  the  School  Board 
to  execute  on  behalf  of  the  school  district  the  neces- 
sary agreement  with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to 
carry  into  effect  the  plan  and  to  see  if  the  school  dis- 
trict will  designate  the  School  District  Treasurer  as 
the  officer  to  be  responsible  for  the  administration 
of  the  plan.
